2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach a propulsion motor having a flywheel with two concentric magnet arrays 
having first and second uniform polarity, circular arrays on one of the faces of the 
flywheel, with two groups of electromagnets to selectively interact with the concentric 
arrays of magnets, and a controller/sequencer adapted to selectively apply DC power to 
said electromagnets of the first and second electromagnet groups to induce a rotation of 
the flywheel at selectively variable torques and speeds entirely through repulsion of the 
first group of permanent magnets by the first electromagnets.
